Lower Yarrs -

The Acting Minister of Public 
Works, the Hon. M. V. Porter, 


June 26, that in order to establish 


on which the provision of a toll 
crossing of the Lower Yarra 
River can be based, the Country 
Roads Board was authorised by 
the Government to earry out in- 
vestigations, an allocation of 
£50,000 being made available by 
he Government for the purpose. 

At fortnightly intervals pbul- 
letins have been issued to inter- 
ested parties during’ the past 
four months furnishing very de- 
tailéd results of bores, soil tests 
and traffic studies. 

The Board has-now completed 
in the form of a special brochure 
an appreciation of the relative 
costs of a bridge, or alternatively 
a tunnel at the main crossing 
and of the probable traftic which 
the facility may be expected to 
attract. 





The project would extend frém 
Salmon Stret, Port Melbourhe; to 
the Princes Highway” in the 
vicinity of Kororoit Greek, a dis- 
tance of approximately 5% miles, 
with intermediate access only at 
such places as Williamstown- 
Footscray Road and Millers Rd. 

It would be attractive because 
of the considerable saving in time 
over use of existing congested 
streets and bridges along which 
numerous traffic signals are en- 
countered. 

Preliminary estimates for the 
section’ from Salmon Street to 
Williamstown-Footscray Road 
are £11,300,000 for a bridge with 
a vertical clearance of 470’ for 
shipping, £10,300,000 for a bridge 
with 149’ clearance, and approxi- 
mately £215,100,000 for a tunnel. 
‘The additional cost of the sec- 
tion further west common to both 
alternatives is of the order of 
£3,500,000. 

Land resumption costs inéluded 
in the estimates are £1,300,000 
for the tunnel and £1,400,000 for 
the bridge.

Pastry can be used in a 
variety of different ways as a 
ease or cover for a sweet or 
savoury tixture. If well made 
and baked it should be easily 
digested by. ordinary healthy 
persons, but it should not form 
an undue proportion of the diet. 

The four basic ingredients for 
pastry making are flour, short- 
ening, salt and:a liquid to blend. 
All these must be measured 
carefully and directions followed 
faithfully. Even a packaged mix 
can be ruined by carelessness. 


Here are a few rules to follow: 


1. Sieve the dry ingredients ‘(as 
instructed) at least’ three 
times to ensure that all lumps 
are removed; the ingredients 
are mixed thoroughly and the 
mixture is aerated. 

2. Make the pastry in a cool 
place. 


\3. Handle it as little as possible. 


4. Cook in a hot oven.
